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CHAPTER 209
ENERGY-RELATED APPROPRIATIONS
H.F. 927

AN ACT making appropriations for specified energy-related purposes and providing an effec-
tive date.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. NEW SECTION. 469.10 IOWA POWER FUND — APPROPRIATION.

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state to the office of energy indepen-
dence, if enacted by 2007 Iowa Acts, House File 918,! or its successor, for each fiscal year of
the fiscal period beginning July 1, 2008, and ending June 30, 2011, the sum of twenty-five mil-
lion dollars to be used for awarding grants and making loans from the Iowa power fund, if en-
acted by 2007 Iowa Acts, House File 918,2 or its successor.

2. Of the moneys appropriated to the office and deposited in the fund, the office shall utilize
up to one and five-tenths percent of the amount appropriated from the fund for a fiscal year
for administrative costs.3

3. Of the moneys appropriated to the office and deposited in the fund, there shall be allocat-
ed on an annual basis two million five hundred thousand dollars to the department of econom-
ic development for deposit into the workforce training and economic development funds of the
community colleges created pursuant to section 260C.18A. Of the funds so deposited into the
workforce training and economic development funds of the community colleges, two million
five hundred thousand dollars shall be used each year in the development and expansion of
energy industry areas and for the department’s north American industrial classification sys-
tem for targeted industry areas established pursuant to section 260C.18A.

4. Notwithstanding section 8.33, amounts appropriated pursuant to this section shall not re-
vert but shall remain available for the purposes designated for the following fiscal year. Not-
withstanding section 12C.7, subsection 2, interest or earnings on moneys in the funds4 shall
be credited to the fund.

Sec. 2. IOWA POWER FUND. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state to
the office of energy independence, if enacted by 2007 Iowa Acts, House File 918,5 or its succes-
sor, for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2006, and ending June 30, 2007, the following amount,
or so much thereof as is necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:

For deposit in the Iowa power fund, if enacted by 2007 Iowa Acts, House File 918,6 or its suc-
cessor:

1. Ofthe moneys appropriated to the office and deposited in the fund, the office shall utilize
up to one and five-tenths percent of the amount appropriated from the fund for administrative
purposes.”?

2. Of the moneys appropriated to the office and deposited in the fund, there shall be allocat-
ed two million five hundred thousand dollars to the department of economic development for
deposit into the workforce training and economic development funds of the community col-
leges created pursuant to section 260C.18A. Of the funds so deposited into the workforce
training and economic development funds of the community colleges, two million five hun-
dred thousand dollars shall be used each year in the development and expansion of energy in-
dustry areas and for the department’s north American industrial classification system for tar-
geted industry areas established pursuant to section 260C.18A.

CHAPTER 210
APPROPRIATIONS — JUDICIAL BRANCH
S.F. 563

AN ACT relating to and making appropriations to the judicial branch.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. JUDICIAL BRANCH.

1. Thereis appropriated from the general fund of the state to the judicial branch for the fiscal
year beginning July 1, 2007, and ending June 30, 2008, the following amount, or so much there-
of as is necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:

For salaries of supreme court justices, appellate court judges, district court judges, district
associate judges, judicial magistrates and staff, state court administrator, clerk of the supreme
court, district court administrators, clerks of the district court, juvenile court officers, board
of law examiners and board of examiners of shorthand reporters and judicial qualifications
commission, receipt and disbursement of child support payments, reimbursement of the audi-
tor of state for expenses incurred in completing audits of the offices of the clerks of the district
court during the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2007, and maintenance, equipment, and miscella-
neous purposes:

Of the amount appropriated in this subsection, $736,664 shall be used to implement the chil-
dren’s justice initiative. The following additional court employees are authorized for imple-
mentation of the children’s justice initiative: two court reporters, one and one-half full-time
equivalent court attendants, four juvenile court officers, and two juvenile court technicians.
Notwithstanding the district associate judgeship apportionment formula in section 602.6301,
two additional district associate judgeships are authorized for implementation of the initiative,
with one district associate judgeship allocated to the fourth judicial district and one district
associate judgeship allocated to election district 5B of the fifth judicial district.

2. Thejudicial branch, except for purposes of internal processing, shall use the current state
budget system, the state payroll system, and the Iowa finance and accounting system in admin-
istration of programs and payments for services, and shall not duplicate the state payroll, ac-
counting, and budgeting systems.

3. The judicial branch shall submit monthly financial statements to the legislative services
agency and the department of management containing all appropriated accounts in the same
